Cut off from hallowed ground 


In Valley, fear 
of gates slated 
for border fence

BROWNSVILLE — Ona 
recent afternoon, Estela Her- 
nandez laid colorful wreaths on 
top of the graves of family 
members buried at Santa Rosa- 
lia Cemetery. 

To get to the cemetery, Her- 
nandez had to drive though a 
narrow gap in the U.S.-Mexico 
border fence, past farmland 
and border agents. This area 
between the fence and the Rio 
Grande is described by more 
than a few locals as a no man’s 
land. 

There is nothing convenient 
about visiting the burial 
grounds these days, but gov- 
ernment plans to install gates 
in the fence could prove one 
obstacle too many for Hernan- 
dez, 69. 


“Once they put those gates 
up, how are we going to get on 
this side?” Hernandez asked. “I 
don’t know.” 

While there’s no guarantee 
that President Donald Trump’s 
“big, beautiful wall” will ever 
be built — it has yet to be fund- 
ed — Congress did approve $49 
million in May to acquire land 
and build gates to close dozens 
of gaps in the 54 miles of exist-

Tensions between Repub- 
licans and Democrats over the 
investigation of Russian in- 
volvement in the 2016 presi- 
dential election intensified 
Sunday, with President Donald 
Trump demanding to know 
why his campaign is under 
federal scrutiny while former 
opponent Hillary Clinton is 
not.

Decades later, 
Quarry area’s 
boys reunite 


Youths played baseball, 
explored city in summers

Fifty years ago, not far from a shady picnic 
spot filled with old friends, there was a quarry 
with a company town and a whole bunch of 
young boys without much to do in the summer- 
time. 

The boys would grow up, and so would San 
Antonio. 

The quarry, where so many of their fathers and 
grandfathers worked, would close and move 
north. The city would fill in much of what used to 
be a largely Hispanic working-class community 
known as Cementville. Where it once stood, there 
would be parking lots, wider roads, a golf course,
